INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The appficant has. after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the datnw of ttie 
international application, tt should however b9 emphasized that, since all parts of the intern otional application (daims, 
description and drawtnga) may be amended during the international preliminary examination prooedurs, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the daims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional proteotian or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulioation. 
Furttiermore, it should be emphaaized thai provisional protection is avalable in some Stales only. 



WtMt parts of the bitamatlonal i^llcatlon may be ameoded? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claima may be amended. 

During the IntematiMuJ phase, the daims may also be amended (or fUrlfwr amended) under Artide 34 before 
the Intemartioruil Preliminary Exarraning Authority. The deeoriplion and dNiwings may only be amended under 
Artide 34 before the International Examming Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parte of the inftemational applioalion may bm amended under Artide 26 
or. where i^jcafale, Artide 41. 



When? Within 2 months from tfie date of transmStal of the intemationd eearch report or 1 6 morith* from ttie priority 

date, whichever time limit expires later. It should be noted, howevar. that the amendments win be oonsidsred 
as havir>g k>een recervad on time if ttiey are received by ttie Irttemational Bureau after the expirdion of the 
applicdsle time limit but before the oompMion off ttie teohniod preparatioiw for ir^amalional puUicalion 
(Rule 46.1). 



Whete not to lUe the emendmenta? 

Ihe amendments may only be fifed with ttie Intemdional Bureau arfd not with the receiving Office or ttie

The letter must l>e In English or French, at ttie choice of the appOcant. However* It ttie language of the 
International application Is English, ttie letter must be In English; If the tenguege of the IntaniaUonel appHcatlon 
Is French, the letter roust be In French.
